Although the 98-99 season was a tough one, the Minutemen returned to the ice this December with high hopes for a successful 
campaign.

Cover artwork was created by Katie Parrish. “Gallery” consists of 256 9”x12” pages printed on 100 Ib. Bordeaux 
glossy paper. Pages 1-16 were printed in full color with UV coating on photographs. All Senior portrait pages were printed in 
full color. All other pages were printed with black ink. All frame graphics were from the “Antique Frame Collection” from Image 
Farm. 


Burlington Studios of Burlington, MA took all senior and underclass portraits, in addition to Sports team and 
Activities group shots. Other photographs were taken by yearbook staff members or other LHS students. Yearbooks were 
originally sold for $48. The price was raised to $56 and $60 throughout the schoolyear. 

Student Life, Seniors, People, Academics, Sports, Advertisement and Index pages were produced by staff members 
on PC compatible computers using Adobe PageMaker 6.5. Headlines were made with Adobe Photoshop. Fonts used include 
Future, Helvetica, and Impact. 

Joo-Hee Chung, Sarah Masoner, Alex Sterzin, and Priscilla Tsai were the Editors-In-Chief for the yearbook. Karen 
Mechem is the Yearbook Advisor. John Carrier is the Herff Jones representative. Barbara Hale is the in-plant representative. 
Herff Jones has printed the Lexington High School Yearbook since 1959. 

Last year’s yearbook, “Built to Last,” was selected from all Herff Jones yearbooks to be published in the Herff Jones 
publication Ideas That Fly. Some staff members attended the Herff Jones Summer Yearbook Workshop ‘99.
